Ww ROM 1836 to 1849 the people of St. Louis 
F talked railroad much as we are talking deep 

water. They had their William Flewellyn 
Saunders and their Washington junkets, and every 
time they caught a brass band lying around doing 
nothing, they sent it through Broadway playing 
“Look out for the cars.” ) 

The railroad. business was at that time undefiled. 
Stephenson had run his first train into Manchés- 
ter as recently as 1825, and the business was still 
innocent. It was generally regarded with appro- 


bation, and the people of St. Louls wanted one. 


‘The chief political figure in Missouri at that 
time was Thomas H. Benton, who represented us 


in the United States Senate. Benton was at once 


an able and terrible man. If you crossed him, 
he notified you that he would kill you, and he was 
able to do it. He was the most dreaded of all the 
o]d St. Louis ‘duelists, and spent a considerable 


share of his time chasing his adversaries around 
‘on Bloody Island until he could get two or three 

Benton was in for the railroad, but he unfortu- - 
' mately had his.own notions about it. 


He thought 
the road should be built from here to the Pacific 


‘with stage connections where the country was too 


rought for a continuous track. He incorporated 
this idea in a bill which he introduced in the Sen- 


‘ ate-in February, 1849. 


+ Benton’s scheme would have been a joke if any- 
one had dared laugh. It meant railroading a mile 


and then staging a mile, and so on for 3000 miles, 
_ requiring a locomotive and rolling stock for each 


piece of track, and a stage and horses for each 
_@tage gap. This was pretty ridiculous business, 
but when Benton asked anyone's opinion the im- 
Variable answer was “Fine!” It was better to be 


an incompetent at railroad construction than it 
Was to be a dead man at 50 paces. 
~ Many suggestions were made looking to the con- 


ciiiation of Benton upon some other plan. This 
was delicate business, but it was worked out. The 
scheme was to have the engineers report that a 
continuous track would be possible all the way 
from St. Louls to the western boundary of Mis- 
 gouri, and it wag hoped that by the time the road

‘LID’ DISCOURAGES 
HABITUAL MOURNERS. 


Mein Host Welz stands in the door of his tav- 
ern and beams. So many funerals. Fine for 
business. The “regulars”? are out in force. Welz 
greets them with friendly nods and smiles as 
they drive into the garden. Ah, if the weather 
only remains good Welz will yet make up what 
he has lost by having to close his bar on Sun- 
day. 

“No, there are not so many funefals on Sun- 
day, now,’ he says. ‘“‘Tue people who go to funer- 
als all the time don’t like this lid. If the regu- 
lars stay away the processions are not s0 large, 
and everybody likes to have a big funeral, you 
know.” ‘ mi 

That’s the sated, When you see a funeral you 
think its for the man in the hearse, but it isn’t. 
It’s for the “regulars.” 

For this reason many livermen are now dis- 
couraging the Sunday: funeral. Théy know that 
with the lid clamped down tight, many of these 


regulars who are not invited ‘to funerals, but 


_ go without an invitation, Sewill stay away. ‘That 


means that fewer carriages and buggies will be 
hired. . For. your dyed-in-the-wool’ funeral goer 
does not stop at expense (to other persons) in 
gratifying his inclination’ to ride slow behind 
a stranger with whom it is too late to become ac- 
quainted. , 

Not all of .the volunteer procession enlargers 
have to hire rigs. Many of them own’ buggies or 
surreys. 


FOLLOW HEARSE IN 
THEIR OWN. RIGS. 


When out for a drive they‘ haunt the streets 
which are-main highways to the cemeteries. When 
a funeral procession comes along they fall in line. 

Why? 

The answer involves some nice peyehio distinc- 
tions. 

A city salesman who’ has the use of a buggy, 
and who tags on to a funeral whenever he has 
a couple of hours of spare time, explained it this 
way to‘a Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘ 

“In the first place, a fellow becomes lonesome 


‘ your reception this afternoon.

driving around by himself. There is a sort of 
companionship in going where a lot of other peo- 


‘ple are going, whether you know them or not. 


“There is stimulus in it, too. You pull in be- 
hind the line of mourners and you say to your- 
self: ‘All the rest of ‘em are sad; but I’m not. 
This isn’t my funeral.’ And you jog along in the 
sunshine, feeling mighty glad that you are at the 
rear end of the procession instead of the front. 

“You wonder who is dead and what caused 
it. That gives you a chance for speculation. 


BEST OF ALL, THE

“You try to judge his standing and his probable 
vocation by sizing up the people in the rigs 
ahead: \ | 
- “Best of all, you. know there'll be something 
doing at Schoenlau’s or Welz’s or Schuette’s after 
the last sad rites have been performed. You won't 
be lonesome. 

“There -wouldn’t be any fun sitting out there 
under the trees and sipping beer or. eating ice 
cream by yourself. When you reach the garden 
you pull up your horse and wait. 
fellows do the same. That identifies them as 
regulars. You get chimmy with them, and the 


~ first thing you know you are seated around a 


table discussing steins or soda water, according 
to your personal preferences. | 

“In half an*hour or so, the real funeral party 
will come back and three out of every five rigs 
will stop. It will be a regular garden-party, not 
hilariously jolly, perhaps, but good to sit and 
look at.” 

“Why shouldn’t there be refreshment places 
near the cemeteries?” says William Schoenlau. 
“These are the most orderly places in town. The 
strain ofa ‘funeral is very great, and people need 
something to cheer them up after it is all over. 
Besides, if it wasn’t for these gardens what would 
the ° regulars do?” 

Livermen say there are nearly 1000 persons in 
St. Louis who have the funeral habit. Many of 
them are women, who carefully scan the news- 
papers for notices of funerals in ‘the neighbor- 
hoods’ where they live. 

Telephone conversations like these are not in- 
frequent: 

“Is this Mrs. Brown?” 

“Yes.” 

“Well, I’m awfully sorry, but I can’t attend

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Navigation There Now Is 
Called “Dry “hand” Steam- 
boating. 





WASHINGTON, May 23.—For $35,000, 
to start with, and $20,000 a year there- 
after, enough water'can be pyt in the 
Osage River in Missouri .to enable 
steambeats to miss the dry spots and 
develop a large section of Missouri farm 
and forest lands. 

This is the substance of a report sent 
to Congress today by Gen. Mackenzie, 
Chief of Engineers, who recommended 
the expenditures of such amounts to 
improve navigation, on the Osage  be- 
tween its meuth and the: Niangua 
River. ni 

Gen. Mackenzie accompanies his state 
ment with a letter from Capt. Edw. H. 
Schulz of the engineers, describing dry 
land steamboating on the Osage. Capt. 
Schulz was accompanied on a trip up 
the Osage by his assistant, W. R. De- 
witt, and Congressman Shackleford of 
Jefferson City. 

They .traveled from Hocker to Tus- 
cumbia’ in a ‘'stern-wheel gasoline boat, 
drawing 18 inches of water. The dis- 
tance is 18 miles and it took them Il 
hours. They crossed eight shoals. 

“Two of them, Kirkman’s Pack and 
Salmon Creek, we crossed,’’ says Capt. 
Schulz, “by means of .throwing an an- 
cher and working a windlass. The oth- 
ers were passed by hard poling. The 
anchor, as a rule, was carried about 
one hundred feet in advance of the boat 
and then ‘by working:-the winch and 
rocking the boat, and in some in- 
stances lifting it, we were enabled to 
ascend thé shoals.’’ 

Betweeh Lynn Creek and °° Baggnell, 
Capt: Schulz says, the men had to wade 
and lift the boat. Nevertheless, he says, 
navigation continues, the hardy navi- 
gators scraping their boats over the, 
td places and often seriously damaging 

em. . 

The Government began work on the 
Osage in 1872 and has built many dykes 
and put in riprap, but the gravel has 
washed out of these, the engineers say, 
and helped form the shoals. 

Gen. Mackenzie wants the additional 
appropriation for dredging the shallows 
and snagging the streams. 

He believes the sum will enable the 
maintenance of a three-foot channel, in 
low water, to the mouth of the Niangua. 
Such improvements, he says, will open 
up a rich farming country and valuable 
timber supplies. This country is now 
40 miles from a railroad. He says a 
railroad will never connect the Osage 
River towns, because the stream is so 
crooked that a road could not be built 
follewing its course. 

With the money granted he sees in 
the future a string of Osage steamboats 
taking hay, grain, hogs and lumber to 
market.

Finally he was forced to admit that 
his charges were mere rumors which he 
thought ought to be investigated. 

As the inquiry revealed these circum- 
stances Mr. Lilley began to be shunned 
by other members of the House. Those 
to whom he spoke on the fleor appeared 
not to hear him and turned away. 
When he sat in his seat, seats around 
}-him were left vacant. When he ad- 
dressed the Housc other members 
sought the cloakrooms. 

Once he was the subject of a speech 
by Representative Knowland of Cali- 
fornia, who declared that everything 
Mr. ldAlley had said in a previous ad- 
dress about the waste of money on navy 
yards was false and that Mr. Lilley 
knew it was false. 

It came to be a matter of levity about 
Washington that Mr. Lilley had been 
ealled’a liar more often than any other 
man/in the Capital. 

Iavestigation Made Him 111. 

When the end came this week Mr. 
Lilley was, at his home in the care of 
a physician, made ill, according to his 
friend, Representative Higgins of Con- 
necticut, “by the demands of this in- 
vestigation.” 

When the scathing report on Mr. Lil- 
ley was presented to the House only 
1 Mr. Higgins spoke in defense of him, 
and he opened his statement by saying 
that neither he nor any other Connecti- 
cut member would actively oppose the 
adoption of the report. He said they 
‘would all vote against it. He declared 
his belief in Mr. Lilley’s honesty of pur- 
pose and integrity. He refused to ac- 
cept the findings of the committee that 
Mr. Iilley had acted in bad faith or 
had willfully made falee siatements. 

Mr. Hill of Connecticut, in a speech 
of 50 words, declared his faith in Mr, 
Lilley’s honsnty’. Gen. Keifer of Ohio 
and Mr. ‘McCall of Massachusetts op- 
posed adoption of the report merely on 
the ground that they had had no op- 
portunity to read the 1800 printed pages 
of testimony and were therefore un- 
willing to vote for the report. 

Williams Suggests Expulsion. 

John Sharp Williams, the mino?fity 
leader, in the most scathing arraign- 
ment made of Mr. Lilley, declared that 
the only logica] result of the commit- 
tec’s findings regarding Mr. Lilley 
would be his expulsion from the House 
and he theught the enly reasen a reso- 
lution ef expulsion was net offered was 
that Mr. Lilley was absent. 

Other members, however, say the real 
reason is that the necessary two-thirds 
of the House to adept an expulsion 
resolution could not be obtained. The 
vote en the adoption of the committee 
report was 158 te 82, or twe votes less 
than two-thirds, and it is said that all 
the 158 weuld not have voted for ex- 
puisien. 

Never befere in the history of Con- 

gress has a member been put through 
such a hazing as Mr. Lilley, and final- 
ly after being efficially censured al- 
lowed to remain a member of the body. 
- But threugh all the attacks here the 
Connecticut newspapers have steed loy- 
ally by him. They have charged that he 
was net given a equare deal, that the 
Investigating Committee defeated the 
investigation by refusing ‘to allew Mr. 
Lilley to direct its work and to have 
counsel to examine witnesses. 
- Another fact in which Mr. Lilley may 
find satisfaction is that whether his in- 
vestigation caused it or not, Congress 
did remeve all restrictions en the types 
ef submarine boats which should be 
purchased with the money it appropri- 
ated this year.

Not even Mrs. Emily Carre", a come- 
ly widow of 4366 West Belle place, who 
stated to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
she was greatly interested in him, has 
received any tidings of him.sincé he 
left. 

Patron of the Cafes, 

Kemp was a constant visitor at the 
downtown cafes, was handsome and 
was known as a “good fellow’ and a 
“free spender.’’ He bought $600 worth of 
clothes from one tailor during his three 
months’ connection with the Record. 
His conversational gifts and gentleman- 
ly deméanor won him entrance into 
many St. Louis homes, including that 
.of Mrs. Carroll. 

Besides his work on the paper, Kemp 
was booming a Hotel Men’s Associa- 
tion, which he was seeking to organize, 
and for which he was arranging ma- 
hogany finished offices adjoining those 
of the Record in the Fullerton Building.

Complies With Police Manual 
Before He Allows Lacera- 
tions to Be Treated. 


Jumping from a car which had struck 
2-year-old Harry White, son of J. E. 
White of 2618 Geyer avenue, yesterday 
afternoon Policeman George Tisdale of 
the Soulard Street Station, pulled the 
child from under the car which was still 
moving. 

In saving the life of the boy he was 
Struck and knocked down by the car 
and was injured so c:nat he is now con- 
fined to his home. 

When Tisdale dragged the child from 
under the car the little fellow was un- 
der the fender and an instant later 
would have been beneath the wheels. 

Harry wandered from his front yard 
into the street and was playing between 
the tracks when Motorman Bay saw 
him. Tisdale, who had just gone off 
duty, was on his way to his home at 
2845 Wyoming street, and was riding on 
the front platform. 

There is a jog in the track at Jef- 
ferson and Geyer avenues and the car 
was within 75 feet of the boy before he 
was observed. 

Dived Headlong. 

On a steep down grade Bay tried in 
vain to stop the car. Seeing that the 
emergency brakes and reverse lever 
combined would not keep the momen- 
tum of the car from carrying it. for- 
ward he attempted to drop his fender, 
but it was too late. 

The boy was already beneath the front 
platform. 

Tisdale, when he saw the child's 
peril stood on thejstep and when the 
ferder passed over the boy he jumped 
from the car. 

To the passengers it seemed that he 
dived headlong under the moving car. 

At the first effort he caught Harry's 
arm and drageed him from beneath 


the car and clear of the rails. 

As he rose the car. struck him, 
knocking him into the gutter. Both 
of his arms were lacerated and his 
knees were skinned. 

Placed Duty Befoie Self, 

He carried Harry to his home and 
then went back to Soulard Station to 
make a report without waiting to 
have his injuries treated. Not until 
he had complied with all the require- 
ments of the manual did he go home 
and have his injuries dressed. 
Tisdale is 32 years old and unmar- 
ried. 

“When I saw that the motorman 
could not stop the car I took a long 
chance at sav ing the child,” said Tis- 
dale to a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night. “As he pasBed under the fend- 
er I saw that one ‘of his arms wag 
sticking out from under the platform, 
I jumped and grabbed at the same 
time and got hold of the arm I 
pulled the boy from under the plat- 
form and threw him behind me. I 
didn’t have time to get out of the way 
and the car gave me a pretty good 
bump.” 


CITY SPENDS $25,320 YEAR TO

Twenty-Four Patrolmen Assigned

The taxpayers of St. Louis are spend- 
ing $25,320 a year to guard the nickels 
that flow into the coffers of the United 
Railways Co., it was learned when Po- 
liceman Fieganspan of the Wyoming 
Street Police District was tried before 
the Police Board on charges of insub- 
ordination.

For a consideration of $7200, Mrs. Jen- 
nie Califas, formerly of St. Louis, re- 
signed yesterday as Supreme Physician 
of the Woodmen Circle, the women’s 
auxiliary to the Woodmen of the World, 
according to press dispatches from 
Omaha, where she now lives. 

The offer of two years’ salary was 
made, it is said; on condition that Mrs. 
Califas resign. She has served one year 
of a four-year term. After her resigna- 
tion-was announced, she said: 

“There were no charges against me. 
Had there been I would have met them 
and fought to the end. There was noth- 
ing under the sun for which I could 
be put out of office. They simply came 
to me and offered me two years’ salary, 
of $7200, to resign, and rather than 
face the trouble through which I have 
been during my year in office, I de- 
cided to tender resignation. I wish 
it understood that } was never brought 
before the Executive Council in any 
manner whatever.”’ 

Poisoned Herself, Enemies Said. 

It was charged by Mrs. Callfas’ ene- 
mies, when she became violently ill a 
month ago from eating poisoned candy, 
that she had taken the candy purposely 
to create sympathy for herself in an- 
ticipation of a fight against her re-elec- 
tien as supreme physician. 

The statement given eut by Mrs. 
Chalifas was that she found a box of 
chocolate bonbons on her porch,» ad- 
dressed in typewriter to her office,.and 
that a neighbor told her she had seen a 
boy put the box there. Mrs. Callfae 
said she ate the candy, and her hus- 
band, Dr. W. F. ,Callfas, gave eut a 
statement that it ‘ contained corrosive 
sublimate. 

Police investigation revealed ne trace 
of the bey messenger, and the matter 
was dropped. The police theory was 
that Mrs. Callfas attempted suicide.

Gilbert expects to return to. the city be- 
fore that time with his plans, which 
now lack some minor details, fully com- 
pleted.

To the right and left will be refer- 
ence and shelf rooms, and behind the 
desks will be the great stackroom, con- 
taining metal stacks seven feet high.

By this arrangement the public will 
receive books on the same floor on which 
they are stored, giving quicker service 
than in any public library in any large 
city in the country. - 

In describing the interior Mr. Gilbert 
said: 

“The building will be in early renats- 
sance style. The main effect will be in 
the Olive street facade, and will reach 
its climax in the main entrance in the 
certer of the facade. Three imposing 
arches will form the entrance, and at 
the base of the arches will be four 
sculpture figures. 

“Stone screens, filling the lower por- 
tion of the window spaces on Olive 
street side, will carry the names of fa- 
mous writers of all nations and ages. 
The lettering, by creating shadows, will 
make a color tone different from that 
of plain stone surfaces. 

“The archways open into a vaulted 
vestibule.

O’Reilly 
says that at that time Hedrick had the 
backing of a score of Republican politi-

All who have watched the progress of 
the Mayor’s campaign against O’Reilly 
pelieve that nothing short of charges 
and a trial by the Council can come of 
it.

Besides that, reference 
of the whole controversy to the City 
Council, for final disposition, would be 
a graceful way out of a delicate situa- 
tion.

Mr. Landau, who is secretary of the 
Globe Shoe and Clothing Co., Seventh 
street and Franklin avenue, sent the no- 
tices for the meeting to Ben F. Westhus 
of the South Broadway Business Men's 
Association; John H. Mohan of the 
Tower Grove Improvement Association; 
C.. Brinkop of the Tenth Ward Improve- 
ment Association; W. A. Guerzburger 
of the. Wellston Business Men's Asso- 
ciation, and F. P. Lawrence of the 
Twenty-sixth Ward Improvement Asso- 
ciation. 


Other Associations Inciuded. 
The other organizations identified with 


the Affiiliated Business Men’s Assecia- 
tions. are the Franklin Avenue Mer- 
chants’ Association, which Mr. Landau 
represents; the Walnut Park Improve- 
ment Association, St. Louis Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association and the First and 
Eleventh Ward Improvement Associa- 
tions. 

In his letter to the members of the 
committee Mr. Landau said: 

“The recent ..exposures to the public 
by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, with 
regard to the discriminating charges of 
the Union Electric Light & Power Co.

“IT think a commission, elected by 
the people, if it can be Jegally done, 
would be the most Satisfactory. The 
names ought to be placed on ilfe tick- 
ets of all parties, by petition. [n this 
way. I believe a commissicn can be 
established, that will fairly represent 
all interests.concerned.’

EVANS -. SEES _ DECEIT 





Judge and Whitecotton Ex- 
pose Tactics of Old Gang, 
as Does Col. Ball. 





There is great rejoicing among the 
political enemies of Gov. Folk ‘over the 
recent Democratic State Convention in 


From the time the convention opened 
until the gavel sounded for adjourn. 
ment, the Folk organization seemed at 
a hopeless disadvantage. 
The convention adopted resolutions 
commending the administration of Dem- 
Governors ‘‘from Woodson to 
Folk.’’ But in complimenting the “offi- 
cial record’’ of Senator Stone, no refer- 
ence Was made to the Democratic Sena- 
tors who have preceded him. 
Fight on Page Is Lost. 

The Folk men in the Thirteenth Con- 
gressional District fought unavailingly 
to defeat Irwin L. Page of Bonne Terre 
as an alternate to the National Con- 
vention. 
Page is the man who blocked a Mis- 
souri legislative investigation four years 
ago by refusing to tell how he came 
into possession of a $1000 bill on the 
ground that he might incriminate him- 
self. : 
There was no opposition to Gov. Folk 
and Senator Stone as delegates-at-large 
to the Denver convention, but the Folk 
men expected to name one of the other 
two members of the ‘‘Big Four.” 
Here again they suffered disappoint- 
ment. David R.. Francis of St. Louis 
and James A. Reed of Kansas City, both 
hostile to Folk, captured a majority of 
the delegates before the Folk leaders 
could start a movement in behalf of 
Congressmen Clark or De Armond. 

Vandiver’s Boom Lost, Too. 
In the contest for National Committee- 
man the Folk lieutenants thought they 
could elect a successor to W. A. Roth- 
well of Moberly. 
A boom was launched for W. D. Van- 
diver, State Insurance Superintendent. 
Col. Moses C. Wetmore, close personal 
friend of William J. Bryan, also desired 
this honor. 
Col. Wetmore withdrew when he dis- 
covered the Stone-Cook forces had de- 
cided to support Rothwell, who wan by 
acclamation. A preliminary survey of 
the situation convinced Mr. Vandiver 
that the best thing for him to do was 
to stay out of the race, which he did. 
Judge Evans, the Folk chairman of 
the State Committee, resigned the chair- 
man ship in favor of Harry M. Rubey, 
a banker of Macon, Mo. Rubey is one 
of Senator Stone’s warm personal 
friends. 

Deposed Bosses Ase Vengeful. 

The Democratic bosses who went out 
of power when the Folk regime was 
ushered in brandished their political 
scalping knives. at every stage of the 
proceedings. 

They made no secret of their purpose 
to evoke the impression that Senator 
Stone, and not Gov. Folk, is the logical 
leader of the Democratic party in Mis- 
sourl; that a reaction has set in against 
the present State administration and a 
return to the old order of things is 
desired by the rank and file of Demo- 
cratic voters, ; 

The Stone faction proposed to accom- 

pany. this declaration, of authority with 
a denunciation of the. metropolitan 
newspapers. 

A resolution to this effect was of- 
fered by Ed Harber of Grundy Coun- 
ty, but the Resolutions Committee vot- 
ed it dewn almost unanimously. 

Gov. Folk’s friends say they paid no 
attention to the selection of delegates 
to the State Convention; that the vari- 
eus county conventions which did 
choose these delegates in no instance 
represented over 50 per cent of the Dem- 
ocratic voters and that even if they had 
obtained control of the convention, they 
would not have attempted to punish 
Stene or his followers or te do anything 
in furtherance of Gov. Folk’s candidacy 
for United States Senator. 

Judge Evans Charges Deceit. 

‘‘We were misled and deceived by the 
opposition,’”’ said Judge Evans to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“In counties controlled by the Stone 
men, only Stone delegates were elected 
to the State Convention. But in coun- 
ties where Gov. Folk’s friends had an 
overwhelming majority, the delegations 
were divided on the plea that the Stone 
men desired harmony.” 

James H. Whitecotton of Monroe 
County, Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in 1903, when Irwin L. Page 
was cited before that body for contempt 
growing’ out of the $1000 bill inquiry, 
said;

WASHINGTON, May 23.—One of the 


sideshows of the Republican National 
Convention at Chicago will be the 
catch-as-catch-can match between Ar- 
thur J. Vorys of Columbus and Frank 
Hitchcock of Washington for chairman- 
ship of the National Republican ¢om- 
mittee. Before the fina] round and wind- 
up it will possibly excite more interest 
among politicians who love a contest 
than the exhibition in the big’ tent. 
Hitchcock’s friends expect him to 
win, because of the form he displayed 
in getting delegates for Taft. Vorys.is 
eager for victory as a consolaNon prize 
fer seeing Hitchcock elevated Yo the 
high pedestal he now occupies. 

The general impression is that, if se- 
lected, the duties of Vorys would be 
largely of a perfunctory character, and 
that the active man behind the gun 
would be Hitchcock. Vorys’ friends 
praise his judgment and political gen- 
eralship in winning Ohio for Taft: but 
it is contended that he Iacks the experi- 
ence and finesse necessary to engineer 
a national campaign. 


Squabble for Glory. 
The Hitchcock adherents maintain 


that the snarl in which the Taft inter- 
ests became entangled last year. was 
due largely to Vorys’ methods, and 
that Hitchceck toek control just in 
time to save the day. The friends of 
Vorys reply that he proved ‘his compe- 
tency by the results, and that Hitch- 
cock did not come in as commander 
until the battle had been practically 
decided. 
The main argument of the opponents 
of Vorys is that he had a propensity to 
hook up with ‘dead enes”’ in Bome of 
the states, where it was smiereeryens 
that active Seldiers should be enlisted 
in the Taft column. It is unquestiona- 
bly a fact that the Taft movement, for 
a time, did not gain strength, and that 
the question was seriously discussed 
whether Roosevelt would not have to 
run again to save the party.

As the Duc’s grave is so freshly closed 
I forbear from repeating many of the 
rumors that circulated about him in my 
neighborhood, when he had an apart- 
ment in the Avenue de Velasquez.

Prince August of Arenberg is 70 years 
of age, almost as old as the father of 
Mme.

At 
the end he was only galloping, while 
Fair Play and King James were having 
a duel behind him for the place. 

The crowd: gave Colin a thunderous 
ovation as he returned to the scales as 
docile as a lamb. He had won his first 
3-year-old victory impressively and 
without apparent effort. The time was 
1:41 flat, very ordinary, of course, but, 
considering the going and the fact that 
Colin wasn’t pushed or urged t6 do his 
best, it was very satisfactory to Trainer 
Rowe. 

James R. Keene, who came to the 
track to see his great colt race, was 
jubilant. He was warmly congratulated 
in the clubhouse. 

Colin Was 1 to 2. 

Colin was a 1 te 2 shot in the bet- 
ting and was liberally supported, al- 
though there were some in’ the 30,000 
present who had the nerve to play King 
James, Fairplay, Dorante and even Cha- 
pultepec to beat him. ere was neth- 
ing to the race. It was Colin at the 
eighth, Colin at the quarter, at the 
half and all the way under wraps. 

Question Mark got leg weary follow- 
ing him to the stretch and Dorante, 
Fairplay and King James ran behind 
until the stretch, where they came on 
and easily dispe-ed of the chasers. 

No mention is.made of Chapultepec, 
for the very good reason that that 
wild beast, after kicking up and en- 
dangering .the life and. limbs ef the rest 
of the field, was on his hind legs leap- 
ing toward the Jericho Turnpike when 
the webbing was sprung. 

The opening event’ saw the defeat of 
the odds-on favorite, Uncle Jim, by 
John E. Madden’s Sir Martin, which 
Uncle Jim had beaten with supreme 
ease last time they met.

CLEVELAND, O., May 23.—A monvn- 
ment. in. memory of the late Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna was dedicated here 
yesterday in the presence of many dis- 
tinguished guests and thoiisands of 
spectators. 

The oration was delivered by John 
W. Griggs, former United States attor- 
ney-general. Ex-Gov. Myron T. Herrick 
presided. Secretary Taft and President 
Hadley of Yale College, and Gov. 
Harris were among the guests. 

The monument was dedicated on its 
temporary site, in Wade Park. Later 
it will be placed-in the Mall being built 
in connection with the grouping of pub- 
lic buildings. The statue is in bronze 
and was designed by St. Gaudens. The 
figure is eight feet high. The granite 
pedestal, designed by Henry Bacon of 
New York, adds twelve feet to the 
height. A bronze plate upon the pedestal 
reads: 

‘This monument is erected by friends 
and fellow citizens to commemorate his 
efforts for peace between capital and 
labor, his useful citizenship and distin- 
guished public service.” 

The statue was unveiled by Mrs. Ruth 
Hanna McCormick, and Mrs. Mabel

W SHINGTON, May 23.—The_ story 
that Attorney-General Bonaparte had 
defied the President in the matter of 
the suit against the New York, New 
Iiaven & Hartford Railroad, that Bona- 
parte had threatened to resign if not 
allowed to prosecute, and that the 
President had yielded reluctantly, was 
officially .denied today in a statement 
from the White House. 

To those conversant with the facts, 
no denial was necessary. President 
Roosevelt and -the Attorney-General have 
been working together on the prelim- 
inaries of this suit for several months. 
The President has been informed of 
each step taken, and the suit was filed 
not only with his consent, but at his 
order. The White House statement 
reads: 

“The story is a mere invention. There 
was no difference whatever between the 
President and the Attorney-General over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad suit. 

State Action Recalled. 

“Yesterday morning attention was 
called from Massachusetts to the _ fact 
that the Massachusetts State Court had 
already acted against the trolley lines, 
as far as Massachusetts was concerned, 
and the suggestion was accordingly 
made that the action should be brought 
in one of the other states, inasmuch as 
the purpose of the suit had already been 
achieved, so far as Massachusetts was 
concerned. 

The President put the suggestion be- 
fore the Attorney-General, “and asked 
him to bring it up at the Cabinet meet- 
ing, which was then only a half hour 
off. 

“As a precautionary measure, the 
newspapers that had the announce- 
ment of the bringing of the suit 
were asked to delay the announce- 
ment. The matter was then discussed 
in the Cabinet, and it was decided 
that the action of the State courts in 
Massachusetts would make no de- 
fense in the course of procedure by 
the Government, and the newspapers 
were at once notified that the an- 


nouncement of the bringing of the 
suit would stand. 


No Cabinet Division, 

“There was no division in the Cabi- 
net, and not the slightest friction or 
even discussion of any kind between 
any of the Cabinet officers and the 


President, or among the Cabinet offi- 
cers themselves. 

“The suit in question was deter- 
mined Qn some two months ago; the 
only quéstion discussed yesterday was 
where it should be brought.” 

It was said today that President 
Charles §. Mellen of the New Haven 
Road had come to Washington, for 
the purpose of taking up with some 
Government official the bill in equity 
which was filed in Boston yesterday. 
Mr. Mullen did not call at the White 
House. 

Secretary Garfield, who was in the 
Cabinet room yesterday from 11 
o'clock until 2, the hour at which 
Mr. Bonaparte left the White House, 
declared that not only was no threat 
of resignation made by the Attorney- 
General, but that there was no dis- 
agreement between the President and 
Cabinct officers in connection with 
the proposed suit.

Engineers declare that if the de- 
structive effects of the electrolysis

The same cause is eating into the 
tee] of every viaduct in St. Louis 
over which street cars run; and is 
rotting away every water and gas 
pipe in the city. So great is the dam- 
age being done to the city’s water 
mains that Ben C. Ad*tins, Water 
Commissioner of St. Louis is prepar- 
ing to file in court, on behalf of the 
city, a suit against the United Rail- 
ways Co. demanding that it reimburse 
the city for the damage done. 

It was while making tests and 
gathering data upon which to base 
this suit that the startling discovery 
was made that the Eads Bridge and 
the tall office buildings were being 
weakened by the same electrolytic 
action that was eating up the water 
piprs 

In every city in this country the 
same damage is being done by elec- 
trolysis.

that the Brooklyn suspension bridge 
over the East River in New York was 
being damaged in that way. In St. 
Paul, Minn., an engineer who was ap 
expert in the matters of electrolysis 
was engaged by the city to invésti- 
gate the matter, and he found that 
the steel bridge across the Mississippi 
River there was being wea'ened at 
an alarming rate by electrolysis. 

In Kansas City, Mo., an investiga- 
tion recently made revealed that all 
the steel viaducts were being dam- 
aged and the water pipes were crum- 
bling in the ground.

mains and in the steel frame work of 
buildings and bridges is described as 
follows by one of the gicatest ex- 
perts in this country: 

The current of electricity passes 
down the trolley pole to the moio's 
beneath the car, thence to the wheels 
and to the iron rails of the track, 
which are connected together by con- 
ducting wires. The current returns to 
the power house along the rails. That 
is. it is supposed to travel back by 
thet route. 

But the current traverses the rai! 
only until it reaches a point of less 
resistance than the rail, and then it 
len s into the latter and _ trave's 
therein to the next point of less re- 
Bis‘ ance. 

By this operation great volumes of 
current are carried from the _ rail, 
through the earth to the nearest 
water pipes, which always offer less 
resistance to the current than the 
rails, and from the water pipes the 
current is shunted into the earth. 

By the same operation the current 
from the rails escapes to all other re- 
turn conductors available as paral- 
lel return conductors. A current of 
electriciiy takes all available paths 
The 


current will even “jump” across a 
considerable space of air to get to a 
better conductor. 

The great tubular supporting arches 
and the network of steel rods and 
beams of the Eads Bridge furnishes 
a most excellent conductor for an 
electrical current. That they really 
do carry a constant current of elec- 
tricity that escapes from the trolley 
car tracks that cross the bridge is 
proven by the measurements made br 
Mr. Adxins. He found by voltmeter 
tests of a half-hour’s duration each, 
and taken at different points along the 
bridge, that there was a constant cur- 
rent of two and one-tenth vols 
streng:h escaping from the street 
car rails into the steel structure of 
the bridge. This escape is going on 
all the time that the care are in op- 
eration, which is practically all the 
time. 

So that the immense stee! structure 
is coniinually charged with elec- 
tricity and a magnet applied to the 
steel structure at any point would 
take up enough electricity to ring a 
bell.

About the middle of June, 1868, 40 
counties of the State of Virginia, rep- 
resented in convention at Wheeling, 
repudiated secession, and applied for 
admission to the Union.

Tray,” “Willie, We Have Missed

urday night in November, 1859, Dan 
Pryant came to him and said: “Dan, 
ean’t you get up a walk-around for 
next week?”

tered it from the rails escapes again.

As the electrolytic action goes on 
the fron becomes pitted with holes: 
often these extend into and through 
the fron pipe or bar, so that a nail 
or a spike may be driven into it.

) WO strange facts stand out con-

- Belle Gunness of Laporte, Ind., 
thé modern Lucretia Borgia. One was 
an eerie superstition that held the 
woman in its thrall. The other was 
that the method by which her mur- 
ders seem to have been committed 
was apparently suggested by a pas-

time the spades uncovered a 


body in the Gunness barnyard there 
was found, buried with the crumbling 
skeleton, an ordinary kerosene lamp. 
The presence of those lamps in the 
many graves could have but one 
meaning. 

The buried lamps had furnished the 
light by which the murderess worked. 

worked alone. Only a lamp 
watched what she did. 

And when the work was done the 
lamp, too, was tumbled into the dark 
hole where she hid the ghastly rem- 
nants of another crime. This woman, 
cold, unfeeling monster as she was, 
had a streak of weird superstition in 
her makeup.

When 
that is finished the body is hastily re- 
moved to the mysterious, ever-locked 
chamber, known to the habitues of 
the place as “the icebox.” At her leis- 
ure she buries the body—anu throws 
the lamp into the grave with it, for 
she hates and fears the lamp. 

[t is natural to ask: “Why was 
this woman, whose nerves were so 
steady, who seemed to have no fear 
and no awe of anything human or di- 
vine, terror stricken by a lamp?” My 
answer to that question is: She was 
insane. 

No sane person could have done 
what she did ana retained his or her 
reason. No sane persons could have 
thought of or planned what she did. 
The same diseased condition of her 
brain that enabled her to kill a man 
calmly, also gave her a superstitious 
horror of the lamp which lighted her 
work. Both were the fantastic prod- 
uet of a reason jumbled, distorted. all 
hideously awry. 

However, the lamp was not her 
only superstition. She had a super- 

stitious horror of any living eves even 
sv much as looking at the barnyard 
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where the murdered ones were buried. 
I understand that when one of the 
farm workers turned his eves in that 
direction she flew into a passion and 
stormed at tae man angrily. It wags 
not known then why she forbade any 
of her employes even to look at the 
barnyard, but the men soon learned 
to keep their vision bent in some 
other direction, when she was observ- 
ing them, at any rate.

Hard to prove, indeed, will be the 
claim of the Wrights, say those famil- 
lag the case, but if it be proved 
it form as strange, as dramatic, 
as wonderful a story as has yet come 
to light since the black waters over- 
whelmed Galveston and -wreaked 
death and desolation so widespread. 
And now, in the vicinity of the Ennis 
home and among all those acquainted 
with the parties in this strange con- 
troversy, the question is being asked: 
“Can a mother be mistaken in iden- 
tifying her living child—is the so- 
called ‘maternal instit:ct’ worthy of 
credit?” On that question now 
hinges the struggle for the possession 
of the waif of the Galveston flood, 
today happy and beloved under the 
hame of Wayne Ennis. 

The story of the Wright baby, so 
far as it can he ests lished, is a strik- 
ing illustration of the pitiless doings 
of the black flood. On the night of 
Sept. 8, 1900, the waters of the gulf, 
driven before a West Indian hurri- 
cane, poured over the Island of Gal- 
veston, Galveston Bay and de- 
bouched onto the mainland, carrying 
death and destruction inland for sev- 
eral miles. The Wrights then lived 
at Virginia Point, opposite Galveston, 
ov the mainland. 

The father was away at his work. 
He was a railroad man. The mother, 
with a 6-months-old habc and little 
Russell, the golden-haired older child, 
was at home. When the storm burst 
she sought shelter, with her little 
ones, in the house cars on a siding 
hearby, occupied by a gang of rail- 
road workmen. Others, neighbors of 
the Wrights, did likewise. 

The waters surged about the ears. 
Messages were sent for an engine to 
yull them to a place of safety, but 
there was no response. Higher and 
Ligher rose the flood, threatening 
every minute to engulf the cars and 
~wallow every living thing within 
them. 

At last a hole was brokeu in the 
top of the car in which were Mrs. 
Wright and her two children. The 
men climbed out and pulled (he wom- 
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pt From Her Arms by Giant Tidal Wave ? 
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eu after them. 
the car when suddenly, as though 
with the mockery of a fiend, a giant 
wave sw2nt over the car. The infant 
was torn from the arms of Mrs. 
Wright and the man who held little 
Kussell was hit by a piece of floating 
timber and knocked into the seeth- 
ing water. 


The motner, twice bereaved in a 
second, stood in horror and saw the 
figure of her older child, like a white 
speck on the crest of the black wave, 
rise and fall and disappear at last. 
That the child was killed she did not 
doubt. 


Found in the Wreck. 

Two days later a band of men, 
walking along the shore of the bay, 
seeking bodies and prepared to render 
aid to any survivors that might be 
found, came upon a little, golden- 
haired boy about 2 years old. All 
around the child was ruin to make 
the heart sick—wreckage of homes, 
bodies of the dead, and black pools 
O: water left by the frightful waves. 

The little boy was seated upon a 
pile of debris and he was naked. The 
winds and waters had stripped him 
of every garment. Thus was a valuable 
means of identification lost. The child 
himself seemed to be in a dazed con- 
dition. In the few words he was able 
to lisp there was no _ information 
which could lead his finders to his 
parents. 

The spot where the child was found 
sitting amidst ruin was about a mile 
from Virginia Point. It was two miles 
across the bay to Galveston, but many 
believed that the little stranger had 
been washed all that way and that 
his parents were probably among the 
dead in the city. 

The Wrights, who now believe that 
the waif found on the beach was their 
own baby boy, Russell, think the 
child first was swept out to sea and 
then back again, as it is known the 
waters made such movements. They 
think he was ;endered unconscious by 
the force of the wave and, in a sense- 
less condition, tloated easily, being 
udable to struggle. Finally, in the 
opinion of the parents, the boy, to- 
gether with dead bodies, many of 
them children, and a great quantity 
of wreclage of all sorts, Was depos-

ited on the mainland when the waters 
receded, the child being the only liv- 
ing flotsam left on the beach. 

A railroad map in the vicinity of 
where the child was found offered to 
take charge of the little fellow, sup- 
ply him with clothes, food and shelter 
and to try to find his parents. If the 
parents were not located, said the 
railroad man, he would adopt the 
beautiful boy. ‘fil make a railroad 
man of the little chap,’’ said this vol- 
upteer foster father. 

Even at that minute Mr. Wright, 
the father of the missing boy with 
the golden hair, was within a mile 
of where the waif was picked up. 
There was not one ray of hope in 
his heart that his children had sur- 
vived and he was engaged in the sad 
occupation of searching among the 
unclaimed, childish dead for the 
bodies of his lost little ones—a search 
that was unrewarded. 

The Wrights moved away from Vir- 
ginia Point, but continued to be resi- 
denis of Galveston County. A year 
elapsed and still the parents mourned 
for their dead babes. Whenever the 
clouds were dark and the rain heavy 
the mother recalled, all too vividly, 
the sight of Baby Russel, borne 
away on the curling crest of the 
great, dark wave. 

Then, one day, she heard something 
that caused her heart to beat fast 
wi-h a wondering hope. A ray of 
bright light burst through the heavy 
gloom of her grief. A man who had 
witnessed the finding of the child en 
the beach chanced to relaie the inci- 
dent in the hearing of the Wrights. 

“What did the child look like?’ 
asked Mrs. Wright. 

“O, he was a chubby little fellow, 
with blue eyes and golden hair. I 
didn't pay verv close attention to 
him, but I remember that much about 
him. He was a pretty child.” And 
that was all the man could tell. 


With every nerve vibrant with the}- 
ilivtle cry: 


excitement of new hope, suddeni, 
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born, the mother asked what became 
of the child. 

“Some railroad man carried him 
away,” said the story teller. “I don’t 
know who he was nor where he lived. 
He said he was going to adopt the 
boy.”’ 

Mrs. Wright says the mere account 
of the finding of that child, together 
with the meager description of him 
she was able to obtain, convinced her 
that she had gotten hold of a clew 
which was eventually to lead her ‘o 
the lost little one. Put the clew was 
very vague and intangible. The new 
hope gladdened the hearts of the 
parents, but which way to turn in a 
search for the child they knew not. 


Prayed for His Return. 


The father either visited or wrote 
to every orphan asylum in the State. 
but received no information that led 
him to think the waif child of the 
beach had been placed in any of those 
institutions. He wrote to public offi- 
clals in many cities. He was making 
inquiries continually. 

Several vears went 
more was learned. 

But still the light of hope burned 
in the breasts of the parents. 

At last, however, these years of 
search and prayer were rewarded. 
Word came that a smal] Galveston 
flood victim, who, when he was found 
was chubby and blue-eyed, with gold- 
ev hair, was now living with the fam- 
ily of a wealthy Brown County farm- 
er, who had adopted him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wright determined 
to visit Brown County and see the 
child there. Was he their own? they 
asked themselves, and hope that he 
was made them eager beyond all 
bounds. 

A unique and pathetic idea came to 
the mother. In the hope that a sight 
of her as nearly as possible as she 
locked the day she lost the little boy, 
she got out clothes like those she had 
worn during the storm. She dressed 
he: hair as she dressed it then.

Mr. Wright called attention to the 
remarkable resemblance the waif 
child bore to himself. Even the En- 
nises. devoted foster parents, had to 
admit that resemblance. And the 
mother protested that the boy had 
features identical with those of her 
lost Russell, though he was so many 
vears older now. 

But the proof! “You must bring 
the proof,’ said Mr. and Mrs. Ennis. 
And heavy hearted, but full of cour- 
age and hope, Mr. and Mrs. Wright 
went away to devote their lives to 
finding “the proof.” For they were 
convinced beyond all doubt that they 
head seen and talked with their own 
lest child. 

Later Mrs. Wright brone¢ht to the 
Erpvis home her two children, born 
since the flood. They had the same 
features, the same expression, as the 
“storm child” in the Ennis home. But 
that was nut proof—not such proof as 
the Ennises insisted pon. 

Where did the Ennises get the boy? 
From a foundling asylum, the matron 
of which had given them a sort of 
warranty deed to the child, guaran- 
teeing to protect the foster parents 
against all claimarts and assuring 
them that the parents of the baby 
waif were dead—had been drowned in 
ire flood. 

The theory held by the Wrights to- 
day is that the chubby, golden-haired 
haby foand on the beach afier the 
fiocod and taken away by the railroad 
man was none o her than their own 
child. They believe the railroad man 
intended to adopt the child. but for 
some resecn changed hix mind and 
placed the little fellow in the found- 
ling asylum from which the Ennises 
obtained their adoped son, whom 
they call Wayne. Tue Wrights be- 
lieve Wayne Ennis rc 'l'y is the child 
found on the beach and their son— 
thei; lost babe. 

Now they seek that railroad man. 
They do not hn«w hia name. They 
60 not know what he looced like. 
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They do not know where he lived. 
They do not know what iailroad he 
worked for. 

But they hope and believe they will 
find him—that Providence will take 
care of them—that this man will, one 
day, hear of their search for him and 
come forward. If he does and can 
swear that he turned the golden- 
haired waif of the beach over to the 
foundling asylum from which Wayne 
Ennis was adopted, then that asylum 
management can be compelled to 
show what became of the child. They 
must give information that will en- 
able his subsequent movements to be 
traced. Mr. and Mrs. Wright firmly 
believe such information wou!d lead 
directly to Brown County and to the 
home of the Enniges.

Meanwhile, the story is being told 
and retold and discussed all over Tex- 
as There seems to be some ground 
for the hope of the Wrights that one 
day it will reach the ears of the rail- 
road man whose acquaintance they so 
ardently desire. The Ennises, how- 
ever, may insist on a judicial order 
before they surrender the child, and 
even if the railroad man be found it 
is regarded as likely that the struz- 
gle for poesession of the child may 
be taken to the courts and fourht out 
by both sides to the last ditcP. 

But though she has as yet been un 
able to obtain possessicn of the child. 
she believes to be her own, Mrs. 
Wright declares she can say with the 
same great joy that the fother of the 
Prodigal Son spoke: “This my scn 
was lost and is found, was dead and is 


alive again.”

T COSTS a single man $50 a year 
| to live at Columbia, Mo., seat of 

the State University and the so- 
called “Athens of the West.” This 
tax was imposed by the City Council. 

There are about one hundred and 
twenty bachelors at Columbia, includ- 
ing professors at the university. 
Among these professors is Dr. W. B. 
Elkins, promulgator of a new theory 
ol the simple life. 

Others included in the ban are lead- 
ing business men who have as yet 
not been sincerly attached to any 
Missouri beauty. They range in age 
from 30 to 50 years, many of them are 
handsome, wealthy and live in fine 
homes, employing men for housekeep- 
ers. 

There has been no little indignation 
among the unmarried girls of Colum- 
bia because of the action—or Inaction 
~of these bachelors. The girls think 
the men have been deliberately 
evading them recently, perhaps be- 
couse it is leap year. 

Several fair young maidens of the 
town are accused of having gone be- 
fore the Town Council and lobbied 
the bachelor tax through. One or 
two members of the City Council have 
pretty unmarried daughters, and it 
was noticed that they voted yes with 
gieat fervor when the bill came up 
for passage. 

Dr. W. B. Elrins of the State Uni- 
versity, in spea! ing of the new law, 
gave: “It is on» of my ideas of future 
civil governmcn:, the regulation of 








marriage. Truly, no man in good 
health and mind should remain @ 
bachelor. I only remain single be- 
cause I have not found my affinity. 
There are 10 dozen bechelors tn Co- 
lumblia, entirely too many. There are 
20 dozen fine, handsome, frugal young 
women here of marriageable age. 
None of those that would sult me 
seems to be suited with me, for I 
would be glad to marry if 1 could 
find the right woman. Many of my 
bachelor friends would do likewise. 
All we need is the affinity.”

OW, for the first time, the history 
of the remarkable legal Texas 
battle over the extradition of 

the one witness who cou!d convict 
the notorious Abe Hummel has been 
compiled and published in narrative 
form. This work was done by Arthur 
J vin, assistant of District Attorney 
Jorome, a man thoroughly familiar 
wih the historic facts of which he 
writes. Mr. Train's account of Charles

Hiummél, with the denouement of a 
wizened little man scurrying from a 
mison to cross the sea, there to spend

lar career at the New York bar. 

Behind him he leaves a most un- 
savory record, but in all the life of 
Hummel the Dodge extradition pro- 
ceedings stand out conspicuously as 

e most thrilling case of the kind in 

e history of this country. Mr.

In the spring of 1897 a divorce suit 
brought by Mrs. Clemence Cowles 
‘ against Charles F. Dodge was 
heard before a commissioner in New 
York, where Mrs, Dodge lived. Dodge, 
farmerly a hotel man, was in the res- 
taurant business in Atlanta, Ga. Wil- 
lam A. Swectzer, attorney for Mrs. 
Tudge. swore befcre the commissioner 
-lmt he had served Dodge personally 
in New York with a summons in the 
suit. Mrs. Dodge obtained a

(but who had died subsequenil.) le'- 
ters from Dodge which admitted hav- 
ing been served with the divorce sum- 
mons. As to Ruger, Dodge had sworn 
that his appearance in the divorce 
suit was unauthorized. Dodge was in- 
dicted for perjury and District Attor- 
ney Jerome set to work to convict 
Hummel of subornation of perjury in 
procuring the affidavit from Dodge. 

Dodge was released on $10,000 bail 
and disappeared. Then began the ba.- 
tle to have him taken back to New 
York to testify against Hummel, and 
that is the remarkable story teld by 
Mr. Train in the June Cosmopelitan. 

Mr. Train, in the opening para- 
graphs of his articlé, gives his own 
opinion of the extradition proceed- 
ings in these words: 


Hummel’s Great Power. 


“The extradition of Charles F. 
Dodge was unquestionably one of the 
most extraordinary battles with jus- 
tice in the history of criminal] law. 
The funds at the disposal of these 
who weré interested in procuring 
the prisoner's escape were almost un- 
limited in extent, and the arch-con- 
spirator for whose safety Dedge was 
spirited away was so influential in 
political and criminal cireles that he 
was all but successful in defying the 
prosecutor of New York County, even 
supported as the latter was_by the 
military and judicial arms of the 
United States Government. 


“Who could accomplish that in 
which the law was powerless? Hum- 
mel. Who could drive to the utter- 
most ends of the earth persons 
against whom not a shadow of sus- 
picion had previously restéd? Hum- 
mel. Who dictated to the chiefs of 
police of distant cities what they 
should or should not do in certain 
cases? and who could, at the beckon- 
ing of his little finger, summon to his 
dungeon-like offices in the New York 
Life Building the most prominent 
lawyers, the most eminent citizens? 
Surely none but Hummel. And now 
taummel was fighting for his own 
freedom. The only man tha’ stood 
between him and the iron bars of 
Blackwell's Island was Charles F. 
Dodge—the man whoni he had patted 
on the knee and called a maseot, 
when, quite in the nature of business, 
he needed a little perjury to assist a 
wealthy client.” 

District Attorney Jerome had pri- 
vate information that Dodge was at 
the St. Charles Hotel in New Or- 
leans, but was not registered. This

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was contradicted, however, by the 
New Orleans police. <A _ detective, 
Jesse Blocher by name, was sent to 
New Orleans to find Dodge and bring 
him to New York. His method of lo- 
cating Dodge was Napoleonic. Of that 
incident Mr. Train writes: 

“Jesse arrived at New Orleans at 
9:15 on Monday morning. He went 
directiv to the St. Charles Hotel, reg- 
istered. and Was assigned to room 
No. 547, on the fifth floor. Some- 
where in the hotel Dodge was secret- 
ei. The question was how to locate 
him. 

“For an hour Jesse sat in the hotel 
fover and meditatively watched the 
Visitors come and go. but saw no 
sign of his quarry. Then he arose, 
put on his hat, and hunted out a sta- 
tionery store, where, for 2 cents, he 
bought a bright red envelope. He 
then visited a ticket scalper’s office, 
geeured the owner’s business card, 
and wrote a note on its back to 
Dodge, offering him cheap transpor- 
tation to any point that he might de- 
sire. Armed with this, he returned 
t» the hotel, walked to the desk, 
gianced casually over a number of 
telegrams exposed in a rack and, 
when the clerk turned his _ back, 
piaced the note, addressed to Charles 
F, Dodge, unobserved upon the coun- 
ter. 

The office was a busy one, guests 
were constantly depositing their 
kevg and receiving their mail, and, 
even as Jesse stood there watching 
developments, the clerk turned round, 
found the note and promptly placed it 
in box No. 420. The very simple 
scheme had worked, and quite uncon- 
sclously the clerk had indicated the 
number of the room occupied = by 
Dodge. 

“Jesse lost no time in ascending to 
the fourth floor and locating room 
No 420. He then returned to the 
desk, told the clerk that he was dis- 
satisfied with the room assigned him, 
and requested that he be given either 
room No. 421, 423 or 425, one of which 
he stated that he had uccupied on a 
previous visit. After some discus- 
sion the clerk allotted him room No.

detective at once took up his task 
of watching for the fugitive. 

“Within the hour the door opened 
and Dodge and a companion. who 
subsequently proved to be EK. M. 
Bracken, alias Bradley, an agent em- 
ployed by Howe & Hummel, left the 
room, went to the elevator and de- 
scended to the dining room on the 
second floor.”’ 

The detective kept a close watch 
on his man and the next day Dodge 
departed alone for the City of Mexico. 
Jesse was on the train with him, even 
chatting casually while the two, as 
passengers, lounged in the Pullman 
smoking compartment. These facts 
had been wired to New York, and at 
Houston, Tex., the chief of police, 
acting at the request of Jerome, who 
wired from New York, arrested 
Dodge. 


A Tense Situation. 


Then began the extraordinary bat- 
tle of the Texas courts. The first 
move was a petition for habeas cor- 
pus. The writ was issued by Judge 
Kitrell of Harris County, returnable 
next day. Dodge was represented by 
Hunt & Meyers, attorneys. He was 
released by Judge Kittrell and 
promptly rearrested on a warrant 
sworn out by Jesse, charging him 
with being a fugitive from justice. 
A second application for habeas cor- 
pus was made, Andrews & Ball, an- 
other law firm, having been retained 
for Dodge. The case rapidly grew 
more complicated. 

“The result,” says Mr. Train, “of 
the first engagement thus being a 
draw, counsel on both sides agreed 
that this writ should not be returna- 
ble for six days. During this period 
the New York District Attorney em- 
ployed Messrs. Baker, Botts, Parker 
and Garwood to represent him, and 
secured from Gov. Odell at Albany 
a requisition on Gov. Lanham of Tex- 
as for the extradition of the pris- 
oner, which he intrusted to Detective 
Sergeant Herlihy of the New York 
police. 


“Herlihy reached Houston with the 
papers on the evening of Jan. 30, and 
on the same train with him came 
Abraham Kaffenburgh, a member of 
the law firm of Howe Hummel and 
a nephew of the latter. Likewise also 
came Bracken, still styling himself 
E. M. Bradley, and from now on he 
was the inseparable companion. 
guide, philosopher and friend (7?) of 
the unfortunate Dodge, whose con- 
tinued existence upon this earth had 
become such a menace to the little 
lawyer in New York,” 


Herlihy went to Austin to obtaia 
an extradition warrant. He was op- 
posed by Andrews & Rall, for Dodge, 
or rather for Hummel. Their op- 
position failed and the warrant 
was issued. Herlihy returned to 


Houston, but was served with an in- 
junction to restrain him from in- 
terfering with Dodge. panding the de- 
cision of a new habees corpus petition 
in the court of Judge Burns of the 
Federal Southern Dis:iiet of Texas. 
On Feb. 9 Judge Buins remanded 
Dodge to the custody of Herlihy, but 
an appeal was taken and Dodge was 
released on a $20,000 cash on. 

Jesse went to Austin for another 
requisition warrant for use if Dodge 
should leave Judge Burns’ district 
Herlihy was lef: to watch Dodge, but 
he met so many delightful gentlenien, 
who entertained him so _ royally 
(agents of Hummel) that, while he 
lived high, Dodge, Bracken and Kaf- 
fenburgh slipped away to Galveston, 
where they chartered the Hughes, a 
Southern Pacifie tugboat, paying 
therefor $3000. It was their intention. 
to go by boat to Mexico. But the boat 
owners played into Jerome’s hands 
instead of Hummel’s, and tle boat 
landed its passengers at Point Isabell, 
Tex., where they were met and 
watched by Texas Rangers conimand- 
ed by Capt. Hughes of Company 4)., 
acting at Jesse's request. 

From Point Isabell the fugitives 
went to Brownsville, intending to 
drive across the country to Alice. 
Tex., where they planned to take the 
Mexican National Railroad and get 
safely across the border. Jesse was 
at Brownsville to meet them. 

Jesse did not arrest Dodge at 
Brownsvillé, as it was in Judge 
Burns’ district, and the detective did 
not want to make a move of that 
kind unless he should catch Dodge 
actually in an attempt to get ucrcss 
the border. The fugitives started for 
Alice by stage and Jesse and Sergt. 
Tom Ross of the Rangers fol'owed 
on horseback, a wearisome ride of 
170 miles. 


Opening of the Battle 


In the meantime Capt. Huches had 
replaced the regular clerk at the ho- 
tel in Alice by a quick-witted Ran- 
ger private, named Harrod, who 
“pumped” the fugitives on their ar- 
rival and found out all their plans 
about taking the train next day. Jesse 
and Sergt. Tom rode up a little later 
and next day arrested Dodge as he 
sat in the train, ready to leave for 
Mexico. 

Then the situation grew tense. Mr. 
Train's own account of what hap- 
pened at Alice follows: 

“While Jesse had been chasirg 
Dodge across the desert, his lawvers 
had not been idle. Thev had secured 
at Austin another extradition warran: 
from Gov. Lanham, who, on receiy- 
ing news of the arrest, premptly in- 
structed Capt. Hughes by wire to as- 
sume charge of the prisoner a::4 to 
deliver him into the hande of the 
New York officer to h* conveyed to 
New York. 

“There now began such 4 legal bat- 
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tle as the State of Texas had never 
known. Hummel had been forced into 
his last ditch and was fighting des- 
peretely. Through Kaffenburg he at 
once applied for a new writ of ha- 
beas corpus in Nueces County, and 
engaged counsel at Corpus Christi to 
assist in fighting for the reletse of the 
prisoner. Precisely as tlummel had 
intended, @hief Wright of Nueces 
rode into Alice and demanded the 
prisoner from Capt. Hughes. Ag 
Hummel had not intended, Capt. 
Hughes refused to surrender the pris- 
oner and told Chief Wright that he 
intended to obey the Governor of 
Texas. 

“On Feb. 20 IIunmel, through Kaf- 
fenburgh, attempted to get another 
writ of habeas corpus in Bee County, 
and promptly the Bee Chief came 
buzzing over and demnanded Dodge, 
but to him Hughes replied even us 
he had spoken to Wrie'tt. 

“Excitement in Alice had now 
reached such a pitch that Jutge 
Burns of the Federal Court, in Hous- 
toi. ordered United Statcs Marshal 
Jchn W. Vann of Alice to assume 
charge of the prisoner. The indom- 
itable Hughes, however, paid no more 
attention to the United States Mar- 
shal than he had to the local chiefs. 
Rut the situa‘ion was 890 delicate, 
acd the clash of authority might so 
easily have resu'ted in blood :bed that 
it was finally screed by all parties 
that the best thing to do was to have 
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the prisoner returned to 'uuston in 
the joint custody of Capt. Hiughes of 
the Rangers and the United States 
Marshal. 

“Jesse, through his counsel in 
proper course made application to 
forfeit Dodge’s bond and remand him 
to Jail, but the Hummel attorneys 
finally induced the Court, on the plea 
that to confine Dodge in Jail would 
be detrimental to his already badly 
impaired health, to permit the pris- 
cuer to go free on a grectly increased 
houd, but restricting his movements 
to Harris County, Texas.” 

There followed months of waiting. 
Kaffenburgh fled from Texas to 
escape the wrath of Judge Burna, of 
whose court he had placed himself in 
contempt by trying to get Dodge 
across the border. He was succced- 
el by David May, ap oily member of 
the firm of Howe & Hammel. 

Dodge led a Mfe of dissipation, 
with a Hummel agent always at bis 
elbow. Jesse kept wa'ch night and 
day. By great shrewdness he nipped 
several flicht plans in the bud. 

Two attempts were made to bribe 
him. Once he was offered $35,000, 
another time $25,000 ip cash was ex- 
hibited to him, to be his if he would 
“lose himself.” / At last the end came.

duous struggle came finally to an 
end, fer Judge Burns in due cou «4 
ordered that Charles F. Dodge be cou- 
veyed to New York in the personal 
custody of the United States’ Marshal 
and delivered by him to the New 
York authorities ‘within the borders 
of the State.’ Such an order was, of 
course, exceedingly unusual, if not 
almost unheard of, but it.was ren- 
dered absolutely necessary by the 
powerful influence and resources, as 
well as the character, of those inter- 
ested in securing Dodge's disappear- 
ance. 

“In order to thwart any plane for 
releasing the prisoner by violence or 
otherwise, and to prevent delay 
through the invoking of legal techni! 
calities, Hanson and Jesse decided to 
ecnvey Dodge to New York by water, 
and on Dec. 16 the Marshal and his 
five deputies boarded a steamer at 
Galveston, and arrived in New York 
with their prisoner on the evening of

Victoria H. Stone, wife of the presi- 
dént of Purdue University, has de- 
serted busband, family and friends 
-and cist aside her proud position as 
first laiy at the celebrated institu- 
tion of learning to join the Yogi in 
| Indfa. 

Leaving all that is dear to a wom- 
an of her brilliant attainments, for- 
swearing a social eminence she had 
held for many years, she is now in 
Poland, at her old home, bidding her 
aged mother farewell before she 
speeds to the other side of the world 
to bury herself among the devotees of 
the cult which is reaching out to Oc 
cidenta) civilization for converts. 

It was no emotional impulse that 
took Mrs. Stone from her family tc 
the exacting faith she now professes 
Her course was a mature, deliberate 
one, and she followed it after long re- 
. flection and after counting the cost. 

Winthrop Ellsworth Stone, her hus- 
band, is frankly heart-broken over 
his wife’s action. He has no word of 
censure for her, only a resigned sor- 
row that has induced him to call upon 
his faithful friends for sympathy and 
support. Her strange behavior is in- 
explicable to him, although he was 
aware of her deep study of the Yogi 
doctrines, which he considered but a 

manifestation of her wide scholarshir 

in seeking to solve the mysteries of 
the Hindoo soothsayers. 

What is particularly sorely puzzling 
_to him is how she could desert her 
two sons, boys of extraordinary 
brightness, of whom any mother 

might be proud. One is just ready 

to enter the university, while the 

other is in the high «school. She had 

always been a fond wife and exceed- 
her children. 

, §t. LOuis graduates of the Indiana 

technical institution who remember 

the handsome, brilliant woman who 


ested in them. Three years ago a 
Dr. Gorge Moulton organized in La- 
fayette a class to take up the teach- 
ings of the Hindoo seers. Many wom- 
en and some men in the college set- 
tlement joined the class and it be- 
came quite the fad with certain high- 
ly educated people. 

The basis of the Yogi philosophy 
seemed to be the doctrine of the Ego, 
an exaggerated individualism. %o 
wonderful was it that its adherents 
were to become themselves healers, 
hypnotists and clairvoyants. Those 
who penetrated the innermost secrets 
of the cult would be able to cure 
themselves of all bodily and mental 
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presided over the social affairs of 
the university with such tact and 
grace, will be as mystified as the resi- 
dents of Lafayette, Ind., over the rup- 
ture in the home of the Stones. She 
seemed an ideal wife for a college 
president up to the time of her singu- 
lat plunge into the realm of esoteric 
Indian psychics. 

Not until his wife was well across 
the ocean did Prof. Stone learn of the 
fact that she had deserted him and 
her children to give up the rest of her 
days to the oceult. A letter came, in- 
forming him of her intentions and 
at the same time bearing the heart- 
wrench it caused to depart for ever- 
more, blotting husband and family 
frem her life for all time. But her 
sorrow was exceeded only by the de- 
termination she expressed to make 
her action irrevocable. 

Dazed, crushed by the blow, Prof. 
Stone was helpless in his grief. There 
was no recourse, she was far beyond 

-ine sea, out of the reach of his appeal. 
Foreed to resign himself to the situ- 
ation, his next course was to lay the 
matter he trustees of the uni- 
versity. "no idle thing to have 
even the taint of scandal in the 
househoid of the head of an institu- 
tion of 2000 students, and submitting 
all the details to the board, he hand- 
ed tn his resignation. 

But so unusual were the circum- 
stances and so high was the regard 
for Prof. Stone, that a unanimous 
vote was returned to retain him in 
hi. position.

He has 
been at the head of Purdue University 
since 1900, remarkable success attend- 
ing his management, and Purdue has 
made substantial gains in many direc- 
tions. 

Most singular is the stery of Mrs.

on this earth. All things were possi- 
ble to them, even telepathy and the 
power to project an astral body. 

But the main requirement for a 
thorough inculcation of the principles 
of the philosophy was the condition 
attending a “withdrawal” from the 
world, a separation from family, kin- 
dred and friends. It was taught that 
the complete powers of the Yogi, the 
“Second Sight,” the possession of 
telepathy, hypnotism and the like, 
could only be the reward of celibacy. 


Pursuing the Uncanny. 


From the start. Mrs. Stone was the 
most eager of the whole class in the 
pureuit of the uncanny philosophy. 
As long as Dr. Moulton kept up his 
instructions, she was a constant at- 
tendant and after he departed she 
procured all the books on the subject 
that were available. 3 

While she was still groping about 
in the strange maze of doctrines there 
came along Swami Vivekananda, a 
native picturesque Hindoo, who ar- 
rived in this country to spread the 
faith of the Oriental seers and take 
back converts to India. He elab- 
orated on the instructions of Dr. 
Moulton and established publication 
headquarters, first at Palmyra, N. Y . 
and afterwards in the Masonic Tem- 
ple, Chicago. His arrival confirmed 
the conversion of Mrs, Stone and she 
spent the last few r.onths In trying 
to reach a state of mind that would 
allow her to break the home ties of 
20 years. Ali this while her husband 
and children were ignorant of the 
wonderful hold the Hindoo doctrines 
had on her. 

They had been married since 1898, 
when he: met her abroad, and until 
she took up with the Hindoo psychics 
she was a healthy-minded woman. 
But now he remembers some enlight- 
ening incidents that were an indica- 
tion of bow far she had gone in her 


infatuation, that at the time they 
made. no lasting impression on his 
mind. The story is told by Mrs. 
Stinespring, who was also a member 
of Dr. Moulton’s class. 

“Once when Prof. Stone was in 
Canada on a-vacation,’”’ she said.

doctrines. On anotuer occasion Prof. 
Stone was in India:.apolis. Mrs. Stone 
telepathed him a message that his son 
David was sick. He came home at 
once and said he felt certain that 
something was the matter with the 
boy. He insisted on sending for a 
doctor. Mrs. Stone did not give the 
medicine, but administered a Yogi 
treatment to the boy. In the morn- 
ing he was well and the doctor was 
astonished. 

“Besides, Mrs. Stone was able to 
put herself under Yogi control. As a 
result she succeeded in doing without 
the glasses she had used for many 
years, and could see just as well with- 
out them.” 

It was after she had reached this 
adept stage that Prof. Stone's wife 
left him. Here is the doctrine of 
“Withdrawal” which she learned an¢ 
which led her away from her fam 
ilv: 

“Who loves 
ending there, 


the mortal creature. 
is no more free—he 
gives himself away to death, If one 
loves another in such a Way that 
if ‘hat other’s love be withdrawn all 
happiness will fade out of life, then 
that first person is a slave of circum- 
stances. a slave of the other's enw- 
tions and passions. 

“So long as one is tied or attached 
to any particular person or thine so 
that his happiness seems dependent 
thereon, he 18 the slave of that per- 
son or thing.” 

Perhaps the fundamental text of 
this weird cult and the one that may 
have moved Mrs. Stone more than 
anything else is the following: 

“Tl am master of my mind, not its 
slave. I can set aside my emotions, 
sensations, passions, desires, intellec- 
tual fallacies and al! the rest of my 
mental collections of tools as no: ‘T’ 
thirties. and still there remains some- 
thing, and that something is ‘Tl’ that 
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cannot be set aside by me, for it is my 
very self.’ 

Radical and. revolutionary as are 
the books of the cult, Dr. Moulton 
and Vivekananda seem to have gone 
far beyond them in their personal in- 
structions. To those who were pen- 
etrating to the innermost secreis, Dr. 
Moulton gave certain typewritten ad- 
monitions which were discovered 
after Mrs. Stone’s flight. He warned 
the devotees not to let any unbeliev- 
er see them. 

One sentence was: “Do hot 
come a laughing stock for 
friends by telling them what you 
can do or how you can do it.” In 
other sentences, the class members 
are cautioned not to make public any 
of his private, secret instructions how 
to send telepathic messages, how to 
hypnotize, how to use the key of 
Karma Yoga and how to cure ,the 
sic 

Mrs. Stone took a complete coufse. 
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including the most secret orders. in 
truth, she took the course twice. 80 
es was she with the philos- 
ophy. 

The trustees of Purdue, who great- 
ly admired Mrs. Stone for her charm 
of manner and the deep interest she 
manifested in the university are not 
as greatly surprised as Prof, Stone at 
her departure. It was a matter of 
general comment, her Infatuation for 
the Yogi teachings. 

“No blame attaches at all to Prof. 
Stone,” said Charles Major of Shel- 
byville, the author of “When Knight- 
hood Was in Flower.” “And we do 
not blame his Wife either. We be- 
lieve she has been misled by strange 
teachings and is not exactly compe- 
tent to judge. She thinks she is do- 
ing right.” 

Joseph D. Oliver, the wealthy man- 
ufacturer Of South Bend, expressed 
himself as follows: I have been en- 
tertained many times at Prof. Stone's 





house and. have an insight into this 
matter that other trustees may not 
pessess. I know his forbearance. 
kindliness and sympathy for his 
wife. I know how by both logi¢ and 
persuasion he tried to win her away 
from her strange obsession, al‘ hough 
he was not aware how far she had 
gone in the matter. 


A Crushing Blow. 


“T have heard Mrs. Stone herself 
talk of that mystic philosophy, and it 
was with almost worship. I thought 
at times that something serious was 
the matter. When finally the end 
came and she went away I under- 
stood the matter. Dr. Stone was al- 
most crushed when the blow fell 
upon him and as yet has scarcely 
recovered. The shock of publicity 
will worry him again. But I am sure 
that despite his terrible grief he will 
continue to make a good college pres- 
ident.” P 

Prof. Stone and his sons are in the 
deserted home, hoping against hope 
thet the infa.uated woman will yet 
return. 

“1! did afl a man could do,” he de- 
elared brokenly. “Put mv poor wife 
had read and studied those subiecis 
a long time. She seemed more inter- 
ested in the Yori docisines than in 
any other affair in life. I could not 
get her to see things my way, but I 
thought it was only a pesasing Hlerary 
fad that she would cast aside when 
the nov ity had worn off. When she 
went a\.ay I realized bow deeply she 
was swallowed up in a false doctrine. 
but I did not imagine she would stay 
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away. Even now it is my constant 
hope that she will come back to me 
and my boys.” 

The question of a divorce or any 
legal action does not enter Prof. 
Stone’s mind. He has only sympathy 
for his wife and if she does not come 
back he will allow her to go her way 
in peace. 

In St. Louis the Yori doctrines 
have not gained mucn of a foothold. 
but in Chicago, which is the head- 
quarters of the proselyting move- 
ment, many followers are numbered. 
At the Yogi Publishing Co. In the 
Masonic Temple, it was said that the 
mailing list contained 30,000 names. 

Mrs. Ida Craddoc’. who followed 
Vivekananda preaching the philos- 
ophy, attracted a number of follow- 
ers by her teachings and unusual 
views about the problpms of life. Her 


followers remember, too, her suicide 
in Washington after she had been 
indicted and sentenced to a term of 
imprisonment for the misuse of the 
mails. | 
Mrs. Craddock set forth her views 
in language so plain that her books 
come under the ban of the postal au- 
thorities. She expurgated many of 
the objectionable passages in the 
books, and for a time had a larze 
sale. Then came more trouble with 
the officials and her death by her 
own hand. :
